Cumulative Percentage Average 


Mr. Ray Martin outlined the history behind the present proposal for the 
adoption of a cumulative percentage average grading system. He explained 
that it was a method of determining failure originally initiated by the 
Commerce faculty where the failure regulations are based on a portion of 
the number of twelve credits out of 30; 24 out of 60; and 30 out of a 90- 
credit programme. 

Graduation requirements required that over a period of three years there 
should be a minimum yearly average. They then proposed a cumulative 


percentage average. 
He explained that individual faculties are under no obligation to use this 
system. In general terms, if a Faculty evered wished to opt in, it could. 


After some discussion, it was felt that everyone within Fine Arts should 
be asked their opinion. 


(Gross, Cohen) "that the Faculty of Fine Arts intends to take up a study 
of the proposal for a cumulative percentage average grading system and 
make a report to Senate. In the interim, the Faculty does not wish that 
a C.P.A. appear on Fine Art students' transcripts"
